S u g g estio n o f I n te r e s t to O w n ers o f 
S h ee p R a n g e s. 
W ashington, June 8th.—E. L. Baker, 
United States Consul at Buenos Ayres, in 
his monthly report to the Department of 
State, treats in great detail ot the native 
sheep of the Argentine Kepnblic, and the 
value and practicability of introducing 
them into this country. Consol Baker 
thinks that all the varieties could be domi­ 
ciled with advantage in the desert portions 
of Texas, New Mexico and Arizona, and 
thus even the most unpromising portions of 
these Territories might in time attain to 
development, through the valuable wools 
which these animals afford, that there else 
can be but little hope for, while in other 
parts of the country, wherever ordinary 
sheep may be produced, the introduction 
and acclimatization of these valuable wool- 
producing animals would give us a new 
national source of wealth. 


A N O C E A N Q U A R A N T IN E . 


R e v en u e C u tters to P a tr o l to C o a st anti 
D e ta in I n fe c te d V e sse ls. 
W ashington, June 8th.—Secretary Fair­ 
child issued to day a circular in regard to 
contagions diseases, in which he says : “ In 
order to assist the local authorities in the 
main.enance of quarantine against the in­ 
troduction of infectious diseases, the Presi­ 
dent has determined to establish, by means 
of vessels of the revenue marine, a national 
patrol of the coast of the United States, so 
far as it may be practical under the exist­ 
ing law and consistent with the perform­ 
ance of other duties confided to that serv­ 
ice.’’ 
The circular contains specific instructions 
to the commanding officers of revenue 
cutters to cruise actively upon the outer 
lines of the cruising grounds, and to exer­ 
cise special vigilance in speaking to vessels 
arriving from foreign ports or from infected 
ports of the United States. 


A C L O U D B U R ST . 


C au se o f T u e sd a y ’s D a m a g in g F lo o d s in 
P e n n sy lv a n ia . 
J ohnstown (Pa.). June 8th.—The heavy 
flood which swept over portions of Somer­ 
set and Cambria counties yesterday was 
caused by a waterspout which burst west 
of Hooverville, in Somerset county. That 
village was entirely submerged, and the 
destruction of property is great. Many 
bridges and logs were carried off. Upwards 
of twenty residences were washed oft' their 
foundation, and at least 100 families in 
this borough alone lost everything in the 
lower stories and cellars of their houses. 
Grubbtown, C'onemaughborough, Morrill- 
ville. 
Minersville, 
Cambria 
City and 
Coopersdale also suffered severely, and it 
is estimated that in this city and suburbs 
at least 200 people were temporarily ren­ 
dered homeless. No estimate can be made 
of the damage at present, but it is thought 
that it will reach $150,000 in this vicinity 
alone.

Chicago, June 8th.—The T ain-O cean to­ 
morrow will say : The rpgular Chicago el­ 
evators are now practically inaccessible to 
grain, while the prices of wheat are up, and 
more shipments are coming. It is esti­ 
mated that 28,000,000 bushels are refused 
storage room in Chicago, and there are 22,­ 
000,000 bushels of grain in store. 
The average daily business in the han­ 
dling of receipts and shipments of grain is 
about 2,000,000 bushels. This leaves 4,000,­ 
000 bushels storage room yet unoccupied, 
but this is all well held and unobtainable 
by the shorts. 
The resuit of this closing of facilities for 
storage has been to close up two railroads 
for the receipt of grain, and possibly three 
roads more will be so blocked as to stop 
bundling it. 
The result has been to brine the matter 
before the Directors of the Board of Trade, 
and they have appointed a committee to 
see if some means cannot be adopted to 
prevent a paralysis of trade here. 
With a tew more Western roads blocked 
up, and a notice of stoppage served upon 
shippers, the Board of Trade might as well 
shut up. The wheat clique could send 
prices up to a dollar a bushel, and have it 
all to themselves. 
Prominent members of 
the Board blame the blockade to the rail­ 
roads.

A u A rm y O fficer T e lls w h a t H e K n o w s o f 
tlie “ C rath er.s.” 
W ashington, June 8th. — “ There is 
nothing intrinsically ¡p ro b a b le in these 
statements,” said Captain Clarence É. Dut­ 
ton, 17. S. A., Chief of the Bureau of Vol­ 
canic Geology, to an Associated Press re­ 
porter who called his attention to the 
dispatches received this morning announc­ 
ing a volcanic eruption in Sonora. “ On 
the contrary, it is a matter of surprise 
that we have not had some volcanoes 
in our own territory within 
the his­ 
toric 
period; 
or, 
rather, 
that 
we 
have 
not 
had 
more, for it is now 
known that Mount St. Helens, in W ash­ 
ington Territory, was in a state of activity 
and sent out large quantities of lava and 
ashes as late as 1813. I can specify from 
memory remarkable evidences of recent 
occurrence in several localities where vio­ 
lent eruptions have taken place. One is 
near Fillmore, in U tah; another at the 
base of Mount Trumbull, on the border of 
the Grand Canyon : a third near Fort Stan­ 
ton, N. M„ near the Texas line, and an­ 
other at Grant Station, on the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, sixty or seventy miles 
from New Albuquerque. There are many 
others in southern Arizona. I have myself 
seen lava in which was imbedded a frag­ 
ment of Indian pottery, showing thet tiff 
outflow was subsequent to the occupation 
of the country by Indians, and two years 
ago I visited an extinct volcano in North­ 
ern California, which was so recent that 
some of the trees killed by the heat had not 
entirely rotted away. We have been gath­ 
ering data of theSonoia earthquake (May 
3d), which gave birth to this new vol­ 
cano, and we have received from all af­ 
fected parts of this country about 200 
reports on the subject—enough, we hope, 
to establish the comparative magnitude of 
the occurrence and give us a knowledge of 
the indications and violence cf the waves. 
Its center seems to have been about sixty 
or sixty-five miles south of our Arizona 
line, in Old Mexico. 
Its limits compre­ 
hended about two-thirds of each of the 
Territories of New Mexico and Arizona. 
It was not com patible in violence or ex­ 
tent to Charleston earthquake."

The bill introduced by Mr. Stanford in 
the Senate last December provides in de­ 
tail for all the contingencies which work­ 
ingmen are likely to meet in associating 
themselves for joint enterprises. They may 
have moneyed capital, or other property, 
or nothing but their labor. They may pay 
themselves by proportions of the profits or 
by fixed-wages. They may hire outsiders 
as freely as private employers. 
If any 
member proves unworthy, he may be ex­ 
pelled upon being paid tlie value of his in­ 
terest. In every respect those who wish to 
combine their tabor are placed upon an 
equality with those who can dispose of 
capital. 
The success of co-cperation would mean 
more than the higher standard of comrort 
which the addition of profits to wages 
would enable workmen to reach. It wouid 
mean a higher leve! of intelligence in the 
community, the abolition of the proletariat, 
the multiplication of public-spirited citi­ 
zens, and the end of social discontent. 
It 
is a noble object, and whether it be at­ 
tained or ro t, the bare effort to attain it is 
better and more useful than the successful 
achievemmta of everyday politics.

The interview with Senator Stanford on 
the subject of co-operation, which appeared 
in the New York Tribune on May 4th, has 
been republished, with additions, in pam­ 
phlet form. In its completed shape, this 
dissertation is well worthy of study. 
It is 
the work of a man deeply interested in 
economic theories, but yet uo mere theor­ 
ist. 
It is a business man's solution of a 
business problem. It is a proposal bv one 
of the chief employers of the country to 
abolish the employer class. Clearly, there 
cau be no question of self-interest in such 
an effort, and it deserves a careful and un­ 
prejudiced examination. 
In the additions to this interview, Mr. 
Stanford meels the objection that his ideas 
are pleasant but impracticable. 
He sup­ 
plements his exposition of principles by a 
careful study of methods. The difficulties 
which critics, including the Pott, have 
pointed out are fiankly admitted and the 
means of overcoming them explained. The 
great obstacle in the way of successful co­ 
operation we have always felt to be the 
lack of managing ability. Such ability is 
rare, and when it exist3 it commands a 
high price. It cither organizes an enter­ 
prise and secures the profits for itself, or it 
is employed by capitalists at a liberal 
salary. 
1’hat salary co-operative associa­ 
tions are generally unwilling to pay. The 
income ot manual labor is their standard 
of just remuneration, aud they are inclined 
to regard the demand of brains for a larger 
share of the profits as extortionate. Hence 
they are liable to be ill-served, and com­ 
pared with ably-directed private establish­ 
ments they are at a disadvantage all along 
the line, from the purchase of materials to 
the sale of the finished products. 
Senator Stanford recognizes this diffi­ 
culty, and freely admits that it m ust he 
overcome before co-operation can succeed. 
“ 1 think,” he says, “ 1 have observed a 
reluctance on the part of men whose lives 
have been spent in productive labor to 
recognize clearly and fully the difference of 
capacity among men. Co-operation will he 
a 1 allure without such recognition. Co-op­ 
eration is not designed to be the haven of 
incompetency, but to combine the tail 
force of united strength working as a unit 
for a common benefit.” To secure this ef­ 
fective combination of labor, the first 
requisite is intelligence. Mr. Stanford has 
great confidence in co-operative associa­ 
tions themselves as practical schools of 
business. 
However crude the ideas of 
their members may be at first, he thinks 
that experience is sure to teach the benefits 
of ski hint direction, strict discipline and 
active concurrence. The last quality is 
one in which such associations will have 
the^ advantage of private enterprise. A 
capitalist may command greater executive 
ability, but in the enthusiastic assistance oi 
the workmen he cannot rival the co-opera-- I 
ive society.

The people of San Francisco are very 
much angered at the re fu s a l of the m ili­ 
tary to abandon their camp, and lienee the 
resolution to have no parade, and the com­ 
mittee on celebration has adjourned sine 
•die. 
It is well that the occasion has demon- 
-strated to the people that th e Guardsmen 
arc a desirable clement in public displays. 
Hereafter the citizens of San Francisco 
may be more considerate of the rights and 
claims of men who give their time and 
■ninds and energy to the State to m aintain 
its m ilitary arm, without hope of reward- 
The militiamen have a right to their holi­ 
day outing, and to" take it on the Fourth 
day of July, if they choose. 
The people of so great a city as Sau 
Francisco, with the several independent 
military companies, the civic societies, lire 
department, schools, and several hundred 
thousand patriotic jieople, ought to lie able 
to “ get u p ” a procession miles in length, 
without the handful of men in the N a­ 
tional GuartL 
Is patriotism at so low an 
ebb in the metropolis that no one is will­ 
ing to march over cobbles except m ilitia­ 
men ? 
Is it to lie confessed that .‘>00,000 
people of Fan Francisco are unable to cele­ 
brate the anniversary of the nation’s natal 
day because some six hundred men of the 
city decline to give up their camp of in­ 
struction? 
Is it to he published to the 
world that the Fourth day of July cannot 
be observed by parade in Fan Francisco be­ 
cause of the absence of one five-hundredth 
part of the population ? 
For shame, San Francisco '■ w ith all 
your wealth, your ten thousand fine vehi­ 
cles; your splendid cavalcade of horsemen : 
your tens of thousands of patriotic boys 
and girls in public schools; your four or 
five hundred civic societies with regalias 
and banners ; your hundreds of clubs and 
unions and uniformed departm ents; your 
opportunities for preparing decorated cars, 
allegorical flats, and historic tableaux ; are 
you ready to confess that you have so little 
public spirit that you cannot celebrate !>e- 
cru.se a few m ilitary companies alisent 
themselves? There arc a score of towns 
in California where creditable processions 
are formed on the National holiday, and 
patriotism is manifest sincerely and in 
gracefully arranged displays, where there 
are no soldiers to take part.

her committee Fan Francisco has been 
disgraced and her patriotism shamed. 


THE INTERSTATE LAW UNAKE2ICAN. 


There is a village iu Georgia that Is 
“whooping up” such sentiment as exist in 
favor of the interstate commerce bill, be­ 
cause it puts such a protective wall about 
that town that it lives upon the misfor­ 
tunes of other towns which the bill crushes. 
Of course Ftate sovereignty apostles and 
devotees down .South delight themselves 
with every opportunity that oilers to ad­ 
vance that dogma. 
But tiie idea will 
never generally obtain that this Union is 
but a treaty of confidence. 
The bill in 
question, by erecting a tari 11' barrier at the 
boundary line of that Georgia village, to 
the exclusion of the general trade of the 
country, is an invasion of the vital prin­ 
ciples that bind sovereign States into one 
indissoluble whole. 
W henever by law 
we enable one section to grow fat by spoil­ 
ing another, we do injury to the theory of 
a republic. 
It is enough that commerce is 
self-regulative, and that its decrees are 
natural; any attem pt to regulate it, or 
divert them, only cripples the trade of the 
country. 


T h e Oroville M ercury says it is a prettv 
good sign of a “boom" when a man can 
sell half his laud to-day for as much as he 
asked for all of it a year ago. 
“ It is the 
right kind of a boom when property of all 
kinds has doubled in value and made the 
owners that much richer if they care to 
sell out.

THE BUILDING 
Of the R ecobd-U nion is 40 by 70 feet in 
area, and it stands upon a lot 00 by 80 feet, 
on the east side of T hird street, between J 
and K streets. 
The building fronts west­ 
ward on Third street, with side approaches 
upon a business alley on the north. 
It is 
of brick, of the very best construction and 
exceedingly heavy 
walls 
and massive 
foundations. 
For three months past the 
structure has been undergoing entire refit­ 
ting. This work is just completed, and 
the occasion is therefore worthy of special 
notice. 
Herewith we present 


FOUR DIAGRAMS, 
Fairly well illustrating the interior ar­ 
rangement of the structure as to all main 
essentials. The dimensions of the build­ 
ing having already been given, it is need­ 
less to refer to them again, the diagrams 
giving the proportions of the several 
rooms. 
The changes and improvements iu 
the building have been as follows: 
Main Floor.—Floors of rooms and balls 
renewed w ith the best procurable material. 
Doors and windows refitted throughout. 
Two new windows cut in the press room, 
opening to the south, greatly improving 
the ventilation and light. 
New floor 
fittings around the engine and both presses. 
W alls throughout rewhitened and all the 
woodwork painted. 
AH the furniture, 
desks and counters repaired and polished, 
and new furniture placed where needed ; 
new stairway complete to the second floor, 
with heavy rubber treads. 
Second Floor.—Editorial rooms formerly 
on the west and south removed to the east 
end of the building. 
Floors throughout 
replaced , and by readjustment of rooms 
the great store-room on the south and 
west converted into a spendidly lighted 
room, suitable for a job printing office or a 
bindery, and for which it will be let with 
“ ¡K>wer ” connections 
from the shaft­ 
ing 
of 
the 
engine 
room 
be- 
I'V'. 
Woodwork 
throughout 
repaired 
and painted. 
Floors recarpeted and wall- 
facings renewed and colored to suit. Ftair- 
way to third floor renewed complete. 
Doors and windows all refitted; furniture 
repaired and new added as needed. A new 
stairway from a new door on the south 
side, leading to Third street, giving an 
entirely new entrance to this floor, making 
two main entrances to the editorial and 
news floor—one on the north and one on 
the south—where formerly there was but 
one. 
Third Floor.—The one large room upon 
the east converted into three rooms. Com­ 
position room entirely refitted ; new floors 
throughout, with double floors around all 
the composing stones. New type-washing 
facilities added. 
The plaster ceiling re­ 
placed witli wood ceiling of the best pro­ 
curable material. 
Wood-work repainted, 
walls whitened and ceiling colored. On 
this floor and the second,heavy hog chains 
have been put in longitudinally, to give 
the building extra strength and resistance 
to any ja r from the running of the heavy 
presses. 
Iloof.—Entirely renewed with be.-t metal 
roofing. 
F'ire walls repaired and newly 
braced, and a fine new flagstaff; 52 feet in 
hight, mounted upon the front, with ap­ 
pliances for raising and lowering. 
Exterior.—W alls thoroughly painted, 
two-coat work. 
New foundations built for 
balcony. 
All trimmings repainted. 
Iron 
front on main floor repainted and pointed 
in gold. 
New inner sidewalks on !>oth 
fronts; new coal-house at the rear. 


THE LOWER FLOOR. 
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The diagram of the lower flower shows 
the two large paper store-rooms, the press 
supports, and the supplv-room. This floor 
is entered from the main floor by a stair­ 
way, or from the office lot on the south. 
Chutes for the discharge of paper into the 
stock-rooms are placed upon the north 
and west.

the hight of the ceiling of which is 111 feet. 
It Is admirably lighted and ventilated. 
The Third-street front is iron and glass. 
On the north is seen the counting-room, 
which is fitted with desks for the business 
manager, clerk, mailing clerk and messen­ 
ger ; route agent and advertising ngent; 
counter for public business; safe, lockers, 
etc. A double package-lift runs from this 
floor to the second and third floors. On the 
south is the folding-room, with mailing 
machine, tables, shelving, etc., for the use 
every morning of the folders, carriers and 
mailers. 
Back of the folding-room is the 
press-room, with the two great presses on 
which the D a i l y R e c o u d -U n io x and the 
W e e k ly U n io n are worked. 
Here, too, 
is the engine, paper baths, dampening ta­ 
bles, shelving, form elevator to coni(>osi- 
tion-room, tool racks and usual press-room 
fittings. 
Back of the engine-room is the 
boiler-room, an attachment; to the north 
the coal shed, and to the south the closets, 
water-tank, yard, ete. 


THE SECOND FLOOR.r 
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The next diagram shows the second 
floor, with ceiling 10 feet in hight. 
The 
large room on the south is shown with tlie 
doorway at “A,” leading to the new outer 
stairway from Third street. 
An elevator 
from this floor to the press rooms enables 
“ forms ” to lie sent up and down with ease. 
It extends, of course, to the composition 
room above. On the north and west is 
seen the fine, 
large, admirably lighted 
room occupied by the news and local edi­ 
tor and reporters. 
The double package 
lift connects this room with the counting 
room below and the foreman’s desk above. 
The room is well furnished, and the desks 
are large, fitted with lockers and drawers, 
shaded gas burners, etc. 
The floor is new, 
covered with 
the 
liest 
quality 
of 
linoleum, 
the 
walls 
are w hite' and 
the wood work a soft light tint. 
The hall 
contains the stairway to the composition 
rooms and another from the main floor. 
Opposite the landing of the latter a door 
leads into the three handsome editorial 
room on the east. 
These have the walls 
softly tinted with a shading of blue and 
green, an admirable relief to the eyes of 
the workers by artificial light. 
These 
rooms are completed with tapestry, and 
contain, besides the three large desks, three 
libraries and accommodation tables and 
desks. 
The first and second rooms receive 
light from the east, and the third, or most 
southerly, from the south and east. 
On 
the west of the first two rooms is the room 
fer the files, where the volumes of the 
paper 
from 
its 
foundation are care­ 
fully 
disposed 
in 
cases 
built 
for 
the 
purpose. 
The 
walls of the edi­ 
torial rooms are 
hung 
with 
pictures 
and the windows are tastefully curtained. 
For convenience, neatness and attractive­ 
ness, light and ventilation, there are no 
superior newspaper working rooms upon 
the I’aciiie Coast. 


THE THIRD FLOOR 
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The next diagram shows the main floor, 


Diagram shows the composition room, 
with ceiling 19 feet in hight. 
It is 3t>] by 
50 feet in size, is well lighted and venti­ 
lated by twelve large windows. 
Ventila­ 
tion is also aided by a large central four 
foot ventilator opening into a ventilating 
dome upon the roof. 
The diagram shows 
the compositors stands on the west, the im­ 
posing stones on the west, south and east, 
the battery in the center, the foreman’s 
platform on the north, and the type wash­ 
ing sinks, basins, etc. 
On the east and 
north walls are the standing galleys and 
usual attachments, and the form elevator 
from the press room. 
To the rear of the 
composition room arc the private rooms of 
the foreman of the press room and of the 
office messenger. Their rooms open into a 
large store room at the head of the stair­ 
way. 
Speaking tidies run from the fore­ 
man’s desk to the news room, and one set 
to the counting room. 


FURTHER IMPROVEMENTS CONTEMPLATED. 
The rapid growth of the R e c o r d Ux’iox 
and the W e e k l y U n io n in circulation— 
which is wide, extended and constantly ex­ 
panding in its far-reaching and general 
character, and augmenting in its local im­ 
portance and extent, greatly exceeding 
that 
ol 
any 
other interior 
journal, 
make 
the 
demands upon 
the

chanical jiortion 
of

very 
heavy. 
The increasing rail 
facilities 
for early dispatch of these papéis, to the 
chief sections of Central and Northern 
California, augment the demands, and 
make it necessary that our press facilities 
should be increased. 
W ith this fully in 
view, it is in contemplation to procure for 
the two journals a new perfecting press of 
the most rapid and economic pattern, with 
folding attachment. 
The two presses in 
use liv the R e c o r d -I n io x and W e e k ly 
I Niox are line pieces of mechanism, but it 
is desirable to supplement them, or replace 
them, as stated, with a perfecting press of 
greater speed, in order to meet the grow­ 
ing importance of the paper and its in­ 
creasing circulation, and to enable it to go 
to press at a later hour and thus furnish 
more early morning dispatches. 
The 
reference to presses very naturally recalls 
the inquiry this office has several times 
enteres) upon regarding water power for 
presses, lathes and machinery in general 
in this city. We have found that some 
presses of light character have been oper­ 
ated in job offices in Sacramento by water 
motors. 
But owing to the irregularity 
and insufficiency of the pressure from the 
Holly Works these experiments have been 
abandoned. 
The subject leads us, by the 
natural sequence of its consideration, to 
contemplation of the great possibilities for 
industry here if water power of the proper 
force and steadiness could lie furnished. 
Certainly the mechanical department of 
the R e o o r d -U n io x would abandon steam 
power and adopt the safer and 
more 1 
cleanly and economic water motor, if it 
were possible to procure pressure sufficient, i 
.and we find from 
inquiry that 
the

the boom for Facramento shall have ad­ 
vanced to the point of introduction of 
water by momentum, it is confidently ex­ 
pected that there will be sufficient head to 
furnish ¡>ower for operating the largest 
presses, lathes, etc.

OUGHT TO BE SPBEDILY BROUGHT ABOUT, 
Steady, reliable water motors will take the 
place of the steam engine, as more econ­ 
omic and every way desirable. 
In this 
connection it needs only a moment’s con­ 
templation to convince any one of the 
great desirability of the introduction of 
water power. 
That done, with steady 
pressure of sufficient head, a great number 
of manufacturing industries, now impossi­ 
ble here, will be started up, and the pros­ 
perity boom will be greatly augmented. 
In fact, we know of no local improvement 
that would more immediately benefit Sac­ 
ramento than the introduction into the 
city of water power, so that it could he 
utilized for all kinds of machinery, and 
eliminate the now crippling cost of fuel, 
plant for engines, employment of extra 
hands, etc. 
For every engineer and fire­ 
man water power would displace, a score 
of opportunities for skilled wage-winners 
would open. 
W here one manufacturing 
interest is now carried on a dozen would 
be promoted. 


A WATER BITCH. 


It 1» D ecided to be E xem p t From Kxecu- 
tlon on a H om estead . 
The Supreme Court filed an opinion yes­ 
terday in the case of Fitzell vs. Leaky that 
is of more than passing importance. An 
injunction was sought by the plaintiff 
Leaky, who, in his own capacity as Sheriff, 
attempted to sell the interest of Fitzell in a 
water ditch and the water flowing iu it. 
The ditch had been constructed jointly bv 
Fitzell and one G. F. Kelly on Fitzell’s 
land, on the understanding that their inter­ 
ests were to be three-quarters and one- 
quarter respectively, each to bear a propor­ 
tionate share of the expenses. Kelly hav­ 
ing expended $275 more than bis share; 
sought to recover through suit the differ­ 
ence, and wils successful in his contention. 
Execution was issued upon tbe judgment, 
firior to obtaining which Fitzell had tiled a 
lomcstead claim upon his place, and there­ 
upon sought to prevent satisfaction of the 
Kelly judgm ent by injunction. The Su­ 
preme Court decided that tne action of tbe 
Superior Court in holding the water ditch 
and the flowing water to be appurtanances 
of the homestead should be affirmed, as 
there was nothing in the relation ot Kelly 
and Fitzell that made the water assets any 
subject to lien. The Court further decided 
that all incidentals of a homestead are ex- 
expted by the homestead statute from 
f rjed sale.—.S. F. Call. 


The State Iralr F ree for-A ll-T rot. 
The Breeder and Sftortsnian considers the 
present programme of the State Agricult­ 
ural Society one of the best that has ever 
been opened. After referring to the other 
trotting races, it says, concerning the free- 
for-all, to be trotted on Saturday, Septem­ 
ber 24th : “ There was an idea in some peo­ 
ples’ heads that Guy Wilkes would frighten 
all others out of a puree where all had a 
right to start, though we argued from the 
outset that it was an erroneous calculation, 
and subsequent events have proved that 
our position was well taken. Great a horse 
as Guy Wilkes unquestionably is—fastas 
he is, game as be is—there are other good 
and even fast horses in California, and 
among them are horses whose previous 
performances cannot be taken as a true 
gauge of their merit. In fact, all that will 
be named hereafter are of the improving 
kind, Guy amongst them ; and should all 
do well, it is nearly a certainty that the 
fastest time ever made in a race in Califor­ 
nia will l>e beaten. We have the assur­ 
ance of owners that the following horses 
will be entered against Guy Wilkes in the 
free-for-all, of course wi’.li the understand­ 
ing that they are all right when the entries 
close. 
Manzanita,Anteeo, Adair, Arab and 
Antevolo. W ithout detracting an iota from 
what theCaliforniachainpion iiasdone,these 
are foeman worthy of his steel. Manzanita, 
when four years old. trotted twice in 2:1G, 
not only beating the record a long way, 
knocking one and half seconds from the 
famous Maud 8., but she beat with ease the 
best of tlie age which the East could show. 
Few will deny that with another year 
added to a four-year-old that trotted so fast 
Manzanita may prove good company for 
the very best, admitting that there is a 
chance for improvement in both, and a 
seven-year-old which has only three-quar­ 
ters of a second the best of the younger the 
worse of the bargain. Jay Eye-0ee went 
irom 2:19, his record as a tour-year-old, to 
2:10 the following year. 
The career of 
-Maud S. is so well-known that it is un­ 
necessary to go into details, though it may 
be proper to say that her trial of 2:174 was 
lowered and lowered until she reached the 
summit. 
Manzanita made 2:10 in a race 
and this very slightly adds to the import­ 
ance of the ‘best on record.’ ”

And whereas, said proposed amendments to 
the Constitution were published according to 
law. 


And whereas, the Secretary of State having, 
on the 25th day of May, A. D. 1887, certified to 
me that the vote cast at said election 0 1 1 said 
proposed amendments to the Constitution, ac­ 
cording to the returns on file in his office, was 
as follows, vtz.: 


For Amendment Number One................... 29,349 
Against Amendment Number One 
41,367 
For Amendment Number Two...................37,659 
Against Amendment Number Two 
43,005 
For Amendment Number Tliree._ 
37,791 
Against Amendment Number Three 
34,156 


Now, therefore. I, WASHINGTON 
BART- 
LE'IT, Governor of the State ot California, by 
virtue of the authority conferred upon me by­ 
law, do find that said proposed amendments to 
the Constitution, Number "O ne” and "Two," 
were rejected by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting thereon at said election, and that 
said proposed amendment Number “ Three" 
(hereinafter given), was approved and ratified 
by a majority of all the votes cast at said elec­ 
tion. And do further declare and proclaim that 
said proposed amendment Number “ Three” to 
the Constitution was approved and ratified as a 
part of the Constitution of the State of Califor­ 
nia, to w it: 
Amendment Number Three, 


A R esolution to propose un am en d m en t to 
S ection E igh t, o f A rticle X I., o f the Con­

Resolved, That the Legislature ol the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Section Eight, of Article IX., 
of the Constitution or said State he amended so 
as to read as follows : 


S e c t io n 1. Any city containing a population 
of more than one hundred thousand inhabit­ 
ants may frame a charter for its own govern­ 
ment, consistent with and subject to tne Con­ 
stitution and laws ol the State, by causing a 
Board of fifteen freeholders, who shall have 
been for at least five years qualified electors 
thereof, to be elected by the qualified voters of 
such city. a’, any general or special election, 
whose duty it shall be, within ninety days after 
such election, to prepare aud propose a charter 
for such city, which shall be signed in duplicate 
by the members of such Board, or a majority of 
them, and returned, one copy thereof to the 
Mayor, or other chief executive officer of such 
city, and the otber to the Recorder of Deeds of 
thecounty. Such proposed chartershall then be 
published iu two daily papers ol general circu­

A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth tlie submis­ 
sion of such charter to the electors, aud Its rati­ 
fication bv them, sha’tl be made in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of tlie secretary 
of State, the other, after being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the couuty. 
among the a-chives of the city. All Courts 
shall take judicial notice thereof. The charter 
so ratified may be amended at intervals of not 
less titan two years, by proposals tnerefor, sub­ 
mitted by legislative autuority of the city to the 
qualified voters thereof, at a general or special 
election held at least sixty days after the publi­ 
cation of such proposals, aud ratified by at least 
three tilths of the qualified 
electors voting 
thereat, and approved by the Legislature as 
herein provided lor the approval of the charter. 
In submitting any su- h chatter, or amendment 
thereto, any alterna’ive article or proposition 
mav Ite presented Tor the choice of the voters, 
and may be voted 011 separately without preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a popu­ 
lation ot more than ten thousand and not 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may ft-ame a charter for its own government, 
consistcut with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected try tlie qualified voters of said cilv, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shaft Ite. within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall la; signed in duplicate bv the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other th ief executive of said city, and the other 
to the Recorder of the comity. Hitch proposed 
charter shall then be published in two daily

and thereafter all Courts shall take judicial 
notice i f said charter. The charter so ratified 
may be amended, at intervals of not le-s than 
two years, by proposals therefor, submitted by 
the legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied electors thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty davs after the publica­ 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the qualified electois votingtheie- 
at, and approved by the Legislature as herein 
provided for the approvnl ot the charter.

An Act to Enforce the Edncatlcna! 
Rights of Children. 


[Approved March 28, 1874; Statutes 1873-1, 
page 7517.] 
SECTION 1— EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
IO or other petson in the State of California 
having control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall lie required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for a period ol at 
least two-thirds of the time duriug which a 
public school shall be taught In each city, or 
citv aud couuty. or school district in each school 
year, commencing on the first day ot July, In 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shaft be consecutive, unless such child 
or children are excused Irom such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees ol the school 
district in which snch parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being shown to 
their satisfaction that his or her bodily mental 
condition has been such as to preven- attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for the 
period required, orthattheparentsorguardians 
are extremely poor, or sick, or that such chilu 
or children are taught in a private school, or at 
home, in such branches as are u-ualiv taught in 
the primary schools In this Ktate. or have al­ 
ready acquired a good knowledge of such 
branches; provided, in case a public school shall 
not be taught tor three months during the year 
within one mile of the nearest traveled road, of 
the residence of any person within the school 
district, be shall not DC liable within the pro­ 
visions of this Act.

A GOOD MOVE. 
The E astern Portion of the City to be 
O pened up W ith Street Railway*. 
The citizens in the eastern portion of the 
city are actively engaged in trying to se­ 
cure improvements that will add mate­ 
rially to the value of their property and the 
desirability of that section for homes. 
.Knowing that street-car lines build up the 
suburbs of any city, they are taking that 
means for securing a boom for their prop­ 
erty.

The procession, the 
most imposing feature of the day, without 
which no Fourth of July felebration wonld 
be complete; will be on a grand scale, The 
entire First ArtUlt-ry Regiment, the 
mounted Sacramento Hussars, all the semi­ 
military organizations of the city, together 
with the public schools, civic societies, etc., 
will be in line, augmented by similar or­ 
ganizations and societies from neighboring 
towns and cities.

A REGATTA UPON THE RIVER, 
And many other features not yet decided 
upon, will take place, so that the entire day 
from the time the booming of cannou an­ 
nounces the rising of old Sol in the east 
until the “ we small hours” of the next 
day, will be one of festivity.

Shield of our Union—An elegantly dec­ 
orated shield, in brilliant colors, represent­ 
ing the national escutcheon surrounded by 
a gorgeous wreath of laurel leaves of eme­ 
rald lance work. 
A diamond cross-firp, composed of cylin­ 
ders throwing brilliant showers of golden 
spray, with revolving center and colored 
decorations, terminating with a report and 
flight of serpents. 
A candlebra commencing with am oving 
center of varigated fires and flights of col­ 
ored fire in pyramidal form, showering 
brilliant scintillations, and closing with a 
flight of streamers. 
Grand national emblem composed of 
four upright decorated columns, each of the 
two outer columns inclosing our national 
escutcheon in red, white and blue lance 
work, each supporting a magnificent dome, 
surmounted with an American eagle with 
extended wings. The two inner columns, 
Hanking the goddess in regulation colors, 
with the motto “1887,” in thirteen-inch let­ 
ters, above, and the word “ Union ’ ¡below, 
and in front of a grand battery all in white 
and colored brilliants, the whole sup­ 
ported 
upon 
a 
decorated 
double 
base of wb’te lance, inclosing thirteen 
stars in eighteen-inch letters, flanked by 
wreaths of laurel, and the whole closing 
with a grand ascension of “ bombs,” me- 
tors, serpents, streamers and floral sheiis. 
This piece will be twenty feet high by­ 
thirty feet broad. 
In addition to the above there will be 
Beveral other pieces of equal magnificence. 
At the next meeting a committee will be 
appointed on trades display.

MÜMFORD-MURRAY MYSTERY. I 
The Police and Press of San Francisco 
Puzzled Over it. 
The San Francisco authorities and the 
press of that city are puzzling themselves 
over the case of Mumford, Murray, Moret, 
or whatever his name may have been, who 
committed suicide in that city last Sunday, 
after having a week previously made an 
effort to do so in Sacramento. The deceased 
was known under five different names 
while in the State, namely ; “ M urray,” as 
registered at the Lick House; “ Marriat,” 
the name he gave when hesold his jewelry; 
“ Major Murray.” as known about San 
Francisco; “ Mumford,” the name assumed 
in Sacramento, and “ Moret.” the name 
given at the Brooklyn Ilotel.where he took 
the fatal dose of laudanum. An exami­ 
nation of the Army and Navy Register 
shows that there never was a “Major R. A. 
Murray” in the service. The gold watch 
pawned by him has been recovered, and 
proves to betr the monogram “ E. M.” on 
one of its cases, and it is therefore believed 
to be tolerably well established that his 
latter name commenced with “ M.” Re­ 
ferring lo the mystery surrounding the case, 
the Chronicle of yesterday says; 
“ Reference was made to the fact that the 
private detectives A. B. Lawson and John 
Teague had been engaged several days pre­ 
vious to discover his whereabouts. It was 
also stated that in the afternoon an under­ 
taker had applied at the Morgue for the 
body, presenting an order from * A B. 
Lawson.’ 
W hy an interest should be 
taken in a stranger in an unknown land by 
some one willing to incur the expense of 
detectives and burial was at the time an­ 
other mystery. The detectives explained 
carelessly that this interest was being taken 
by friends—gentleman friends—of the dead 
man. But, as a rule, ‘ gentlemen friends’ 
of four months are not inspired with such 
feverish interest. The key to this portion 
of the story, of course, could not be other 
than a woman, and such is the truth. Had 
the polished Monsieur Victor Moret, alias 
Major R. A. Murray, E. C. Morriatt, E. C. 
Mumford and Major R. 0. Morris, been 
true to the promise which he made, he 
would to-day have been a 
bride­ 
groom instead of lying on the mar­ 
ble slab in the public Morgue, and 
the little woman who is now stricken 
down with grief, which must needs 
be silent, would have been happy 
at least for the moment. 1 Major Murrav,’ 
during bis brief stay in this city, succeeded 
in winning the promise of marriage from 
an estimable and cultured lady of the com­ 
munity, Mrs. W hitman, the widow of the 
late Joseph H. Whitman, cashier of the 
firm of Wellman, Peck A Co., wholesale 
grocers. After the death of Mr. Whitman, 
two year since, his widow opened a private 
boarding-house at 540 Turk street, where 
she since lias lived. It was there that the 
courtly Major found accommodation, and 
it was not long before they were engaged. 
It is doubtless to her be referred when he 
wrote: ‘la m not altogether alone in the 
world, but for obvious reasons my history 
must remain a dead letter.’ W ithin her 
house, it is stated, he was always a polished 
fen tientan, showing an acquaintance with 
etter society of the country, and evidence 
of European travel. Outside of his weak­ 
ness for assumed names and a fondness for 
liquors, lie apparently had few vices. He 
was a well-known figure in a number of 
saloons, but he always paid for his liquors, 
and liberally, too. 
“ After the Major returned from bis Yo- 
semite trip he showed evidence of morose­ 
ness, which inucb disturbed Mrs. W hit­ 
man, and when he disappeared on his 
Sacramento trip she feared his mind had 
been deranged. For this reason she con­ 
sulted detectives. He wrote her, however, 
from Sacramento, later. His epistles did 
not lack the true lover’s warmth and earn­ 
estness, and it hardly seems reasonable 
that he was simulating and trifling with 
her. In a letter to the lady dated May 30th 
be thus described his attempted suicide: 
* If I have not written you belore it was not 
because I did not deem it a pleasure, but 
adversity and grief had at last laid me out, 
and so despondent was I that I did, on May 
28th, at the Capitol grounds, between 10 
and 11 o’clock, fire four pistol shots with 
suicidal intent. I well remember selecting 
a suitable spot, took off my coat, lay on the 
ground and fired four shots, but the powers 
bad decreed that my time had not come. 
Suddenly several officers took hold of me. 
I was seized gently and led to jail.’ He 
wrote in this morose strain, referring in­ 
definitely to this grief without even ex 
plaining what it is. In one place he says : 
’ I had always felt it. Grief had been fol­ 
lowing my footsteps like a thief and over­ 
took me in the night.’ ” 
Clunie O pera House. 
To-night at the Clunie, Prof. Macallister, 
said to be a very capable exponent of the 
magic art, sleight-of-hand and sensational 
illusions, will commence an engagement, 
to continue through the week.

A PPB ',iect th a t th e State an d Metek'Anirs’ 
Fair* W ill N ot Clash. 
18. F. Bulletin, June 8lh } 
In previous years there has been au un- 
ío rtu n ate clashing on the debes of holding 
the two popular annual exhibitions of the 
products* ot California—th e State Fair, held 
in Sacram ento, and the M echanics’ F air of 
this city. 
T his year it w as decided to have 
the M echanics' F air begin Septem ber 1st 
and continue for five weeks. T he State 
F air Directors decided to open their ex­ 
hibition Septem ber 12th. They desired, if 
possible, to avoid conflict w ith the dates of 
the M echanics’ Fair, and appointed a com 
ruittee to com m unicate w ith the M echanics' 
Institute Directors and see if som e arrange­ 
m ent whereby the tw o fairs would net be 
held at th e sam e tim e could be m ade. T he 
M echanics’ F air people appointed lustr.ight 
a sim ilar com m ittee and the two m et to­ 
day in the Mechanics' Institute building. 
I’ost street. 
A lbert Gallatin and S. P . Sm ith appeared 
for the State F air Directors and Messrs. 
David Kerr, Spiers and M ahoney for the 
M echanics' Institute. 
After some prelim inary talk relative to 
the im portance of the two exhibitions, Mr. 
G allatin asked for the best proposition that 
the M echanics’ Institute people w ould con­ 
sent to. An answer could be returned by 
to m orrow evening. 
If the Secretary of 
the State F air thought favorable of any 
proposition, then 
the 
Institute 
people 
could ratify it pending action by the State 
Directors. 
Mr. Spiers said th e question was w hether, 
if the dates were changed, the State people 
would stand in and bear h alf the expense 
incurred. T he chief expense is fur the 
band w hich has been engaged for the dates 
already announced. T he band will have 
to be paid the salary o f $7 ,'¡00 if the open­ 
ing of the fair is delayed for one week. 
H e thought the State people ought to be 
w illing to bear half o f that expense. So 
far as be was concerned he would postpone 
the fair for one week providing th at the 
State F air would open the last M onday in 
August. 
Mr. Gallatin referred at- length to the 
m eeting in M arch of last year, when a pro­ 
position as to dates was virtually agreed 
upon, and then the M echanics' Institute 
people refused to ratify and adopt the reso­ 
lution. T his resolution was to the effect 
th at the m anagers of the two fairs agreed to 
hold their lairs at such dates as would not 
conflict. 
It was recom mended in the reso­ 
lution that the M echanics’ F air open on 
the first Tuesday in A ugust and close on 
the fifth succeeding Saturday, and th at the 
State F air open on the M onday following 
the close of the other. 
Mr. G allatin said 
he called attention to this action last year, 
to show th at the Sacram ento people and 
the State Board had alw ays been ready and 
w illing to do all in their power to arrange 
m atters amicably. Because this proposition 
of arrangem ent was nothing new he felt 
th at the State people ought not now be 
called upon to help pay for a little m atter 
of music. 
H e thought his people would 
now be willing to have the State Fair open 
A ugust 2Dth and the M echanics’ Septem ber 
Sth. 
Mrs. Spiers said that the lack of harm ony 
and ratification referred to last year was 
because the resolution was th at of the 
Cham ber of Commerce. Board of Trade and 
other bodies. 
T he State people should 
then have com m unicated w ith the Me­ 
chanics’ people direct. 
lie felt willing to 
let bygones be forgotten, however, but 
could m ake no other concession than it a 
postponem ent was ordered th at the State 
people should bear som e of th e expense 
incurred. 
H e referred to the unaccom m o­ 
dating spirit of the State Directors. 
A d­ 
justm ent of difficulties consisted in each 
party giving way a little, and not by one 
party setting a point and the other coming 
to and around that point. 
M r. G allatin doubted if any pian as io 
paym ent could be presented and arranged 
w ith the State Directors. 
H e asked for the 
ultim atum of the M echanics’ com m ittee. 
Mr. K err agreed with Mr. Spiers that the 
dates would be changed as asked if the 
State people would agree to pay $500 to 
def ray any possible expense for m usic, with 
the possibility that there m ight be nothing 
to pay if the m usicians could be treuted 
with on a more economical basis. 
Mr. Sm ith, of Sacram ento, thought the 
proposition a fair one. 
To change the date 
the M echanics’ people will have to m ake a 
m onetary sacrifice and the State people 
ought to be willing to help bear it. 
It was understood that the proposition 
was only in the form ot a recom m endation; 
that som e of the State Directors and Secre­ 
tary Sm ith would have to be notified, and 
if agreeing, then a m eeting of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute Directors would be called 
to take action. T he opinion was expresed 
th at the m atter of the m usicians m ight be 
arranged so th at the State F air people 
would not have to pay over $250. 
Mr. 
Gallatin said he felt that in order to con­ 
tribute to the snecess of the two exhibi­ 
tions and theconsequent benefit they would 
be to th e State, he would be willing to col­ 
lect from 
Sacram ento m erchants, inde­ 
pendent of the State Directors, the am ount 
of m oney asked for. T he gentlem en parted 
w ith the understanding th at the m atter of 
change, as arranged, would be decided 
w ithin a few days. 
The proposition brielly is for the date of 
opening th e M echanics’ F air to be post­ 
poned from Septem ber 1st to Septem ber 
8 th ; for the State F air to open A ugust 20th 
instead of Septem ber 12th. so th a t there 
will be a lapse of three days betw een the 
two exhibitions, and the State F air people 
to pay at the m axim um $500 to the Me­ 
chanics’ F air Directors.
